soil. These men aie engaged intradinic. and are 
represented as doing a good business. The 
dogs were in a starving condition, and fohoweil 
the invaders shout town for bits of biscuit. 

The fleets have gone to cruise for the present 
among the Aluetian Islands, and will probably 
look in at Sitka. An English and French 
sciuadron have proceeded by the China Sea to 
the mouth of the Amoor river where the dis- 
patch say.s there will soon be severe righting. 
There are about ten ships of war in these fleets, 
which would be joined by the steamer Brisk, 
r.ow at Petio|aulowski. 1 lie lii.i'-of-battle- 
ship Monarch is the d.»g -hip of the English 
squadron.

The following day after the arrival of the 
allies, the destruction of the fortifications com- 
menced. These were fascines cons*ructed of 
immense logs — tl^e walls being si.xteen feet in 
thickness. Such Was their strength, they resist- 
ed all efforts for some time, and were finally 
razed to the ground by the agency of powder. 
It appe rs that the pohcy of the Russian Gov- 
ernment had changed rather suddenly in this 
matter. After the battle of last year, orders 
came for strengthening the forts, and thoui^h t 
that time such a resistance was made as to repel 
the assailants, their being but one tier of guns, 
it was ordered 'o iiicrease it to a double tier. 
The destroy eis found embrasures for 51 guns of 
h^avy caliBre.

Messrs. Editors: As the turmoil of political 
conflicts has partially subsid- d, by year good 
leave, I will briefly direct the attention of your 
readers to a nobler and calmw subject. 

Ast r o n o m y is uMversaUf eaticeded, by intel- 
ligent minds, to be the noblest of all the physi- 
cal sciences. The subjects which it investigates 
and discusses are surpassingly the most com- 
prelu nsive and sublime of all that belong to the 
material universe. This science, as you know, 
treats of the namitf, distances, magnitudes, and 
motions of the heavenly bodies, and of the laws 
bv which they are governed. It opens a bound- 
le'ss field for the constant observation of a suc- 
cession of astronomers for endless generations. 
Five thousand years ago the Chaldean shepherd 
gazed with wonder upon the same brig t con- 
stellations that now awaken the admiration of 
th-' modern astronomer. It spreads out before 
the observer, within the range of his telescope, 
upwards of 35O.UU0,UU0 of stars, each of which, 
it is believed,' is equal in magnitude — and 
many of them many times larger— than our 
sun, and, each, like the sun, the solar 
Centre of a train of planetary worlds, 
which are probably the abodes of intelh- 
gi'nt beings, w!io, it is hoped, are far beyoiul 
the coiihneb of moiai evil, and enjoy a lai 
brighter and happi«r destiny than the fallen 
race of our unfortunate planet Astronomy 
has, for ages, revealed a succession of facts 
that induced Maedler, the distinguished director 
of the Observatory at Dorpat,in Russia, to con- 
ceive and publish his magniliceiit ineory of a 
central iun, around whici:. us a common centre 
of gravity, the innumerable millioiis of fixed 
stars of the whole celestial sphere revolved, 
through incalculable periods of time, assigning 
too«r««», with all his planets, satellites, and 
comets, 18,200,000 years as the period of its 
rt-volutiun around its graiui centre ! Even the 
oeca^ionai coi.teinpldtion of these and a thous- 
aiui other tacts belonging to astronomy, from 
youth to age, cannot fail to inspire every serious 
and intelligent mind with the highest concep- 
tions of the power, wisdom, an-t goodness of 
the oninijioLent a.ithor of the ui.iVHrse; and, 
next to vital Ciirislianity. tends more than all 
other pursu; >to elevate,' refine, and ennoble the 
soul; for "an undevout astronomer is mad.'' 
Yrt, notwithstanding modern advancements in 
this science, by the aid of the telescope, havr 
made many of its stuper.dous facts accessible 
to the jjopuiar min 1, still very few are willing 
to turn abide, even for a brief space, from the 
eager pursuit of the tlreting pos'sesstons of earth 
in search of knowledge whicli imparts the noblest 
pleasure, and is as impei isliable as the mind. 
Aiicr long and profound investigation, Maedler 
lias reaciicd the conclusion, that Mcyone. t\\~ 
most eoii-],!c:i;->;is Mar in the group of ihe Plei- 
ades — the Seven Stars — is the Centroi Sun, about 
which the universe of stars composing our astral 
sys em is now revolving. I mention this fact, 
simply to call the attention of your read'^rs to 
this remarkable cluster of <^tars, which, by this 
«i.hiirne theory, have been inve-ted with a new 
and inexpres-jible interest Thf most unscien- 
tific reader of the Journal could scarcely hear 
the announcement with indifference — that one of 
the most' distinguished astronomers of the pres- 
ent age, after patient and profound examination, 
had published the opinion 'Jiat Alcyone, one of 
the fcleven Stars, is the cetil; al point ot the ma- 
teri. i universe, around which unnumbered mil- 
lions of suns and systems revolve thraiiirh e.ud- 
less cycles of years. . 

I trust, gentlemen, toat both you aiMi your 
readers wilt pardon these general remarks, pre- 
liminary to the following notice of the splen ii(!

In particu- 
lar, he noted tlie representation of a conical 
mountain, beautifully shown, and furnishing 
suggestions better than are derivable from ordi- 
uaryteteseopes. 

*OProf. Pierce, in further remarking upon the 
stiperiority of the Shelby College telescope, 
.aid thai r. ;.ad b»e:i :-i;brnitlfcd to Prof. Agassi-:, 
who had told him (Prof. Pierce) that it had 
exhibited objects in the moon — he would not say 
what they wen — never < bserved before." 

These gentlemen were among the most dis- 
tinguished members of the Association, and 
every way qualified to form accurate opinions 
on the subject. And these ojuiiioiis are the 
more valuable as they were voluntarily ex- 
jiiessed in the {H^sence <tf a large body of 
scientific genthm n. 

The course of instruction at this institution 
in this department of physical science is well 
designed, it is believed, to qualify its pupils to 
profit by this splendid and {)0vverral in-iruinent, 
even in their early years. Boys whose mental 
qualities lead them to the study of mathematics, 
with a special interest, by access to the Observa- 
tory, acquirea tastefor astro iomical knowledge 
which "grows With their growth and strength- 
ens with their strength;" and will only be lim- 
ited by its meaiiS of gratificatio.i in after life. 
Hence, although the science of astro lomy is 
illimitable in extent, yet this is no reason why 
the youth of our country, of every pursuit, 
should not enjoy the highe^t advantages with' i 
thefr reach for the acquisition of at least a 
popular knowledge of a subject, which, if 
eiiitivat (1 s:.h=e4ue!,Lly, as opportunitj allowi, 
will atiord exhaustless resources rf improve- 
ment and pleasure in foUowing years.

It will be recollected that 
laitfall a desperate band of horse-thieves and 
murderers escaped the vigilance of our officers, 
and made their way to Lower California, who 
proclaimed protection from Mehndrex, as eom- 
mandante, from their pursuers. 

As a matter of bourse he had no authority to 
deliver these fugitives from justice up to the un- 
til orities of this country, and not wishi^g to 
keep them about San TcAnas, where they might 
continue their lawless depredations on the de- 
fenceless inhabitants of this district, he sent 
them to La Paz.
